At the 1952 Annual Outlook Conference State extension econo- 
mists had a large display of outlook publications from the 6 
States, and a half-day program devoted to discussing their 
preparation and use, The following list has been prepared 
from the materials displayed at that time. It probably does 
not give a complete listing! for some States, but it does re- 
flect adequately the type and volume of work being done. 


Outlook information work, as conducted by the State extension 
services, is a program involving a continuous release of eco- 
nomic information bearing on expected changes or trends in 

the agricultural situation, Both research and extension econ- 
omists participate in the preparation of the releases, and in 
using them with county workers and farm leaders. Other staff 
workers join in making wide use of this information. 


Some releases are prepared for the public in general, and 

some for special groups, or for specific purposes. Outlook 
work usually includes the preparation of annual outlook state- 
ments; a series of current releases; timely digests on special 
problems; and handbooks, charts, and slides for use by the 
extension staff as. a whole, 


Much of the information prepared is Pi cose the 
press, with special articles written for farm papers, and the 
daily and weekly newspapers. Continuous: use is also mede of 
farm flashes released through the mediums of: radio and tele- 
vision. It is difficult to identify and prepare a quantita- 
tive report on these last activities even though they consti- 
tute an essential and effective part of the total programe 


This report, therefore, is confined to four types of economic 
publications devoted primarily to outlook information, recog- 
nizing that similar information is also carried in many other 
general college and extension publications not mentioned, 


The list has been prepared to help State workers locate the 

source of publications which they might wish to receive 

regularly, It also helps to show the wide spread of outlook 

information resulting from the activities of the 48 States 

and the 3 Territories, Federal publications, from which much 

_ of the basic data are obtained, and county releases are not 
included, snl 
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I. 
Annual Outlook Bulletins and Circulars 


In most States a general annual statement is prepared summarizing the 
outlook for agriculture in the year ahead. In about half of the 
States this statement is released as a special bulletin or circular, 
Fairly wide distribution is given to these annual bulletins, as indi- 
cated by the numbers published. Several States put out an annual 
outlook issue of their regular monthly periodical (Section II), and 
some States prepare annual outlook bulletins for specific commodities 


(Section IV).
